HILE We were in hopes that the 

Differences between this Court and 

that of Vienna were in a fair Way 

to be accomodated (both the Pope 

and the Emperor having accepted 
the Mediation of King Auguftus of Poland,) and 
confequently that the Count de Lamberg the Imperi- 
al Ambaffador would foon return hither, an Exprefs 
came other Day from that Minifter with an Order 
to Signior Caunitz Auditor of the German Rota, to 
demand a Paffport of the Pope in his Name, that he 
might go fafe through the Provinces of Ferrara and 
Bologna in his Way home to Vienna. The Pope ha- 
ving caus‘d the Paffporc defir’d of him to be given 
to Signior Caunitz, he fent it by the fame Exprefs to 
the Count de Lamberg at Lucca. The Negociation 
for the Liberties of the Princes James and Alexander 
Sobieski, Sons of the Queen Dowager of Poland, is 
ceme to nothing ; and they continue Prifoners ftill at 
Leipfick, notwithftanding the Inftances made by the 
Pope to King Auguftus in their Behalf. 

Venice, O&ober 16. Two Days ago the Count 
de Lainberg, arriv’d here incognito from Lucca ; 
and Yeiterday his Excellency proceeded from hence 
on his Journey to Vienna.

put part of the Inhabitants to the Sword, and carry'd 
off feveral Prifoners. The Exprefs arriv'd 
from Catalonia, with 2 Letters from King Charles 
III. one for the Emperor, the other for the Marq. del 
Vafto, dated September 18. in which his Catholick 
Majefty notified to them the taking of the Fort of 
Montjouy, and the good Difpofitions of the Caralans 
to his Intereft. They write from Olmutz in Mora- 
via, that the number of thofe that perilh’d in the Fire 
on the Holy Hill, is not fo great as was at firft re- 
ported, tho’ it be ftill too confiderable, 121 Perfons 
being confum’d by the Flames.

Vienna, October 17. The fretheft News we have 
feom Hungary, is, that the Imperial Army com- 
manded by General Herbeville was in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Kezkemet the 3d Inftant; and thar 
Prince Ragotski us’d his beft Endeavours to cut off 
their March to Tranfilvania, expecting that Principa- 
lity will e’er long declare intirely for him in cafe
